Sgt. James Davis, a 40th Infantry Division soldier, recently 
enjoyed a military leave in Japan. The Sierra Madrean toured 
the cities of Kyoto and Nara and visited many of the Buddhist 
shrines and temples. In a letter to his parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
J. R. Randolph, 170 Adams, Davis wrote: "Today I saw all the 
temples, shrines, and Buddhas 
Nara is famous for. I can hard¬ 
ly describe the wonderful 
things I saw. I visited the five¬ 
storied pagoda, Kofukuji, the 
largest Buddha in the world, 

Daibutsu-den, and temples and 
shrines in Nara Park.” 

Sergeant Davis explained 
that the pagoda towers 150 feet 
and was built in 1473 to re¬ 
place the first one which had 
been burned to the ground dur¬ 
ing a revolution. 

Davis and his soldier com¬ 
panion hired two ricksha boys 
for their tour of the park. 

“The ‘boys’ were two old men 
that we took a liking to im¬ 
mediately,” wrote the local 
youth. “One could speak fairly 
good English and gave us the 
statistics about everything.” 

He said he hopes to tour the 
interior mountain areas on his 
next leave. Sergeant Davis, a 
former National Guardsman, is 
stationed at Sendai. 


Dr. Ralph J. Martin, Sierra 
Madre chiropractor, announces 
the arrival at his offices of one 
of the first 20 ultra-sonic ther¬ 
apy instruments to be manu¬ 
factured in the United States.

The chiropractor explained 
that ultra-sonic therapy deals 
in instruments which produce 
sound vibrations of from 800,- 
000 to more than a million a 
second. This is accomplished by 
means of conducting an electric 
current against a quartz crys¬ 
tal plate in the treating mole¬ 
cule. 

Detailed descriptions of ultra¬ 
sonic therapy appear in the 
November issue of Radio Elec¬ 
tronics magazine and in a re¬ 
cent article in the Los Angeles 
Times.
